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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed 04/03/2006 in response to non-final 
office action filed 02/13/2006. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37

In the drawing, Fig. 19 A, added reference numeral 3 1 1 (see attached drawing 
correction). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The primary reason for allowance of the claims 1-8 is the inclusion of igniter in gas turbine 
engine comprising a holder into which the igniter is inserted and a coil mounted in the holder 
(see applicant's arguments page 10). 

The primary reason for allowance of the claim 9 is the inclusion of apparatus for 
attaching an igniter to gas turbine engine comprising a base containing threaded bore and a coil 
attached to the base for detecting currents in the igniter (see applicant's arguments page 23 first 
paragraph). 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims 10-15 is the inclusion of apparatus for 
attachment to an igniter for a gas turbine engine comprising housing having an internal aperture 
matching shape S, and within the housing an inductive pick-up and amplifier (see applicant's 
arguments page 27 and 28). 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims 16-20 is the inclusion of an amplifier 
having no active elements, which amplifies signals produced by the pick-up (see applicant's 
arguments page 34 first paragraph). 

The above limitations in the combination as claimed is novel and is neither disclosed nor 
suggested in the prior art considered individually or in combination. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Masters (US 6,758,199 B2) discloses igniter 320 for gas turbine engine comprising 
inductive pickup 311 (Fig. 3 A) or pickup sensor 470 (Fig. 4B). 
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McQueeney (US 6,850,070 B2) discloses apparatus for sensing spark in a plug 
comprising a coil mounted on the plug and circuit for detecting current in the coil (Fig. 3). 

While the above cited prior art references disclose an inductive pickup or a coil and a 
circuit for detecting current in the coil for sensing spark none of these references teach or fairly 
suggest an igniter in gas turbine engine comprising a holder into which the igniter is inserted 
and a coil mounted in the holder.
